This correspondence is being filed as a full response to the Office Action of 
March 15, 2005. Applicant requests consideration of the following appended remarks. 

REMARKS 

The Examiner required an election between Claims 1-10, drawn to a method of 
installing a landscape planting bed, classified in class 47, subclass 21.1, and Claimsll-17 
and 18-44, drawn to a method for installing a landscape planting bed and an apparatus, 
respectively, classified in class 405, subclass 36. Applicant hereby elects Claims 11-17 
and 18-44 without traverse.
